than is actually possessed, and allowance must be made fot 
on the other hand, may be understated, quite innocently, too, because a 
liability may be of an indirect character and contingent on something which 
may never happen But it may happen, and must therefore be taken into

rhe outstanding difficulty in Western Canada today is not that the aver 
age furmer’s assets are not good, but that his liabilities are too great; that 
while he cannot realize on his assets at the present time except at enormous 
lo his liabilities have accumulated and are not now acutely pressing 
One lesson to be learned from the experiences of the past few years i 
the importance of exercising care in incurring liabilities There is such a 
thing as being cursed, rather than blessed, with too much credit A lability 
once incurred, mu be discharged, regardle of ability to realize on assets 
Mhe contracting of liabilities should therefore be guarded against all along 
the line, and every human precaution taken to protect one against the 
ultimate time of payment 
But it is not solely in the realm of business that a person should make a 
close study of their assets and liabilities, but more particularly their liabili

Calls Explorer Leden 


Despite Previous Disasters 


Arctic exploration will finance itself| there he is to try the unusual expert. 


in the next expedition to the large is- 
lands west of Greenland and the 40, 


000 square miles of unknown territory 
north of Hudson’s Bay. It is being 
organized by Christian Ledon, who 
has made four trips into the north on 
two of which he met with disaster 
when his ship and supplies were lost. 
This time he intends to found a scién- 
tifie colony which will be in constant 
communication with the outside world 
until his work is accomplished. 

Mr. Leden has spent many years 
with the Eskimo tribes, studying their 
language, music, religion and .tradi- 
tions. He has done work for the 
University of Christiania and for the 
Canadian Government, and in the 
museum at Ottawa is a splendid col- 
lection he made showing Eskimo cul- 
ture and habits of living. His ex- 
pedition will probably leave in June, 
either from New York or some [uro- 
pean port. He will take with him 
geologists to estimate the vast stores 
of minerals about which the natives 
have told him, and to see if there is 
in them anything of value which 
might be exported; botanists to study 
the plant life of the northern sum- 
mer, and archaelogists to dig among 
the strange stone ruins which have 
been found by his fellow countrymen, 
Captain Sverdrup, evidently built by 
white men in a place where white 
men have never been known to pene- 
trate. He has mapped out for him- 
self a fascinating trip that will he 
hopes, do much to reveal the secrets 
of this northern land where white 
men have entered and disappeared 
leaving behind them descendants who 
show unmistakable evidence of their 
mixed ancestry. 

The expedition will be untram- 
meled by the requirements of any 
scientific Institution, for Mr. Leden 
expects to secure sufficient capital 
without appealing to the usual 
sources for help, and after he gets

porting things of sufficient value to 
pay for the constant trips of his sup- 
porting ship between the north and 
civilization, Stefansson thought it 
could be done by maintaining rein- 
deer farms, Mr. Leden is going to 
try it, using oils and other products of 
the country, 

“People have a misconception about 
the Arctic,” says Mr. Leden. “It is 
beautiful. Even in the winter it is 
lovely, and its fascination always 
draws explorers back to it. And in 
the summer it is a paradise. The 
summer lasts only from the middle of 
July to the middle of August, but in 
those weeks it never freezes. The 
air is full of birds, trees are in full 
leaf, flowers bloom, insects sing 
everywhere and the flowers are more 
fragrant and the grass is greener than 
anywhere else in the world. The 
Arctic pays in its short summer for 
all the desolation of the winter. But 
even in winter there fs a sense of 
freedom from the ties of civilization, 
freedom from worry, that holds you. 
There are no landlords, no coal bills— 
we don't use fuel, don’t need it.” 

Mr. Leden’s former work has been 
mostly in anthropology and ethnology. 
From 1913 té 1916 he spent northwest 
of Hudson Bay, living in an Eskimo 
village. The inroads of civilization 
are beginning to be felt even in that 
far-off country, and he thinks that in 
time the true race traditions and ex- 
pressions will have disappeared or be 
changed by the ideas taken into the 
country by trappers and missionaries. 
He wants to preserve as much of this 
original culture as he can, because of 
its value to science, for already he 
has established by a study of their 
music that the Eskimo and the ab- 
original races of the Americas are 
from the same root race. 


Protecting the Potato Crop 


Steps that Should be Taken in the 
Early Stages of Growth 

“The leaves of the potato vine must 
be kept intact and in a thrifty condi- 
tion if a maximum crop is to be ob- 
tained, and both insects and diseases 
should and can be fought and con- 
quered if the well-known and thor- 
oughly tested preventives are used,” 
says the Dominion Hortieulturist. 
Spraying for the potato beetle should 
not be delayed until the vines are 
badly injured. The longer the spray- 
ing is delayed the greater the loss 
will be. Paris green and arsenate of 
lead are two of the best poisons to 
use. Paris green should be mixed 
in the proportion of eight ounces to 
forty gallons of water with about 
four ounces of lime added to neutral- 
ize the effect of free arsenic on the 
foliage. If the yines are wet, apply 
one pound of Paris green to fifty 
pounds of slaked lime, land plaster or 
any perfectly dry powder. Arsenate 
of lead paste used in the proportion 
of two to three pounds to forty gal- 
lons of water, or powdered arsenate 
of lead at the rate of one and a half 
pounds, adheres better to the foliage 
than Paris green and is a good poi 
son to use. Spraying with Bordeaux 
mixture and arsenate of lead will con- 
trol] the cucumber flea beetle, which, 
owing to its smallness, sometimes es- 
capes notice, but is indicated by the 
presence of many small holes in the 
leaves. Jordeaux mixture will also 


prove effective in the prevention of 
early and late blight. A formula for 
making the mixture is given by the 
Dominion Horticulturist in his bulle- 
tin on “The Potato in Canada,” which 
can be had on application to the Pub- 
lications Branch at Ottawa.
